1 . T T could not be expecled that an Affertion of Londons 
_§_ being bigger than P^ra and Roven, or than Paris and 
jRew*? puttogether, and biggerthan any City of the World, 
fhould fcape uncontradicled, and 'tis expecled that I (if 
continuing in that Perfwafion) fhould make fome Reply to 
thefe contradidtions. 

2. I begin with the Ingenious Author of the Novelles de 
la Republique des Lettres, who faith thztRey inPer/iais far big- 
ger than London ; for that in the bth.
